Plan to Ease Farm 
Labor Shortage 

A jfian designed to secure unifor¬ 
mity in handling applications by farm 
workers for military deferment has 
1 f. been proposed by McNamara, direc¬ 
tor of national selection service. It’ 
provides that any agricultural worker 
is free to volunteer, but farm work¬ 
ers are to be retained on farms as far 
as practical. They 'must be encour¬ 
aged to assist in relieving other labor 
shortage in off seasons. Farm work- 
■* erS who apply for postponement are 
to be granted’ postponement un¬ 
less it is established they are not es¬ 
sential Workers. Farm workers not 
considered essential will be given op¬ 
portunity to assist on another farm 
or increase production of the original 
farm by a 3-month postponement. 
Persons not employed in agriculture 
but shown to be essential farm work¬ 
ers may be considered for postpone¬ 
ment. Conscientious objectors and 
others receiving postponement from 
military training and are agricultur¬ 
al workers will not be directed to re¬ 
port for alternative service so long 
as they are engaged in essential farm 
work. Application for leave should 
be invited from farm workers now 
engageiL'n alternative service. 

Men with In,.draft age and rejected 
for military service because of physi¬ 
cal unfitness may be ordered to a 
farm job or work in other essential 
industry says Harry Ross of Calgary.

Wheat Quota Again 
14 Bushels Per Acre 

. Tentative Plans in Respect to Field 
-rCrops For 1 : Coming Season 

■ Tr,a*!e Minister McKinnon has an- 
nuonced plans in respect to wheat 
production for the 1943-44 season. The 
price will be the same as last year, 
99 cts. Fort William. Marketings 
sorting Aug. I, 1943*will be 14 bush¬ 
els on authorized acres. Under ‘he 
new plan for 1943-44 any wheat a faj- 
fer holds, no matter what year it may 
have been produced, will be accepted 
for delivei y under the 14 bushel quo¬ 
ta. 

. Mr. McKinnon said that farm stor¬ 
age woir*d not be paid on wheat held 
on farms. 

The 14 bushel plan means a consul- 
o-able reduction in total quantity to 
be accepted. A reduction of 3,000,- 
900 acres in wheat is desired on the 
prairies. This means 17,653,000 
acres in wheat. On this amount the’ 
14 bushel quota would be lees than 
250,000,000 bushels. 

Ail increase in coarse grains must 
he realized if livestock requirements 
are to be reached. A 12% increase is 
asked in oats and 12% on barley. Last 
year’s minimum prices will be main- 

Amendments will be entered in the 
Wheat Acreage Reduction Act of 1942 
A payment of $2 an acre will be made 
on each acre by which land seeded to 
wheat in 1943, is less than land seed¬ 
ed to wheat in 1940. 

It is not asked that flax acreage be 
increase and it is asked that the 
rye acreage be reduced. 

The most important change in the 
new proposals for field crops is the 
permission to deliver wheat Of any 
year under the 14 bushel quota ef¬ 
fective August 1. Under present reg¬ 
ulations only wheat grown in 1942 
may be de'ivered under the 1942-43 
quota. This is expected to result in 
further reduction of wheat acreage 
and encourage other crops. * It may 
also permit a farmer to dispose of his 
highest quality wheat of no matter 
what year. Most producers will have 
wheat in farm storages, and may be 
governed by the 14 bushel quota. 

Old crops of oats and barley# may 
a'so bo delivered as well as 1943 pro¬ 
duction. Fixed price for flax seed is 
$2.25 lit. William.

A 372 mile road from Grimshaw 
in the Peace River to Hay River, N.W. 
T., at the lower end of Slave Lake, 
has been put through and is going to 
Providence, at the junction of the 
Mackenzie river and Great Slave lake. 
Another road under construction will 
connect Fort Smith, on the Alberta- 
Yukon boundary with Hay River.

Supplies for • northern projects are 
now being moved by truck convoy 
from Edmonton to Hay River.

Crop Prospects , 
For Coming Year 


"Serves the Htart oj Southern Alberta's Wheat hell' 


(By H.-G. L. Strange) 

H. G. 1.. Strange ir. his recent 
weekly letter says: 

“What are the chances for another 
!”gh yield per acre of wheat this com¬ 
ing year? Many are asking this ques¬ 
tion. *" 

“I have examined carefully.the rec- 
4N*!* and 1-fin'd 'that in ther past 5? 
•years there have been five years each 
of high.yields per acre’that were fol¬ 
lowed by low yields 1885, 181)5, 1005, 
11*15 and 1923, but that there have al- 
. a been five years of high yields which 
were, each succeeded by another year 
o' high yield: 1890, 1901, 1905, 1911 
and 1927. 

“On five occasions, therefore, a 
T7gh~j*ield per acre has been followed 
la a low.;yield and one five occasions 
aUiigh yiAid per acre has been follow¬ 
ed by still ano'fh-r high yield, but 
there has/been only one period where 
three high yields in succession oc¬ 
curred: 1911, 1912 and 1913. 
fTjJ note, however, that every high 
y 'elil that has occurred in the West in 
f>7 years has been the result of bet¬ 
ter than average raintaH-. ~4t seeiiis, 
therefore, that whether we have a 
f high or low yield per acre this coming 
d crop will depend mainly upon whether 
the* rain that falls during this coming 
slimmer is better than average or less 
e than average. 

“It is to be noted, however, that 
1 next year's crop will start in with 
lightly higher reserves of moisture in 
° the soil than the average.”

The calan- 
i ar week is (o be used in calculating 
quota purchases. In the future hold¬ 
ers of liquor permits must purchase 
liquor in person. They will not be per- 
ruitfed to sign an order or send a mes- 
stngiT~ojv_£riend. All vendors are in¬ 
structed to exercise care in issuance 
of permits. They may require any 
necessary identification cards to en- 
suife correct name. 

When wine is purchased in gallon

Kobt! Gardiner, president of the U. 
F.A., has \yired the following resolu¬ 
tion to Ottawa. 

“At a recent meeting of the U.F.A, 
board, the following resolution was 
passed, ‘whereas the position of the 
Alberta farmer with regard to debt is^ 
very insecure-at the present time ow¬ 
ing to the legal position of provincial 
debt legislation, and 
“ ‘Whereas there would appear to be 
stme indications that some creditor 
ihterests are taking advantage of this 
situation 'to bring undue pressure on 
s<ime farmers,; Therefore be it resolv-> 
ed that we ask the federal govern- 
mnt to invstigate the situation and if 
necessary take such action by order- 
in-cduncil or otherwise as will give 
protection to the end that the farmers 
be given security on the farm and pos¬ 
session and control of their equip¬ 
ment.” 

' “Suggest that the government pass 
order-in-council providing sufficient 
protection until debt situation can be 
thoroughly .canvassed and legislation 
provided to effectively deal with the 
farm debt problem." 


The rapidity with which Canada 
is developing may be judged by the 
following figures.

GENERAL ORDER 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that 
the cost of living index number for January 2, 


1943, is 117.1 (adjusted index 116.2) as compared 
with the cost of iiving index number for July 2. 

1942, of 117.9 (adjusted index 117). 

The Wartime Wages Control Order, P. C. ,5963, 
provides in Section 48 (iv): 

. ’ “the amount of the bonus shall not he 
. changed unless the cost of living' index 
number has changed one whole point or 
'**' more since the last general order of the 
Board requiring an increase or decrease in 
the amount thereof.” 

The index number not having changed by one 
whole point or more since July 2, 1942, pursuant 
to the provisions of P. C. 5963 as stated,- the 
National War Labour Board orders that (he taring 
of fts General Order dated August 4, 1942, shall 
continue to. apply for the period February 15, 

1943, to May 15, 1943, subject to the right of 
employers or employees to apply to a War Labour 
Board for authorization of payment of such an 
amount of cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be “fair and reasonable,” under the 
provisions of the Order.
